OTTAWA,  Sept.  5. — The  majority  report  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
ciliation investigating  the  difference  between  the  Canadian 
National,  the  Canadian  Pacific,  the  Grand  Trunk  and  other 
lines  included  in  the  Railway  Association  of  Canad^md  their  shop- 
craft  employees,  recommends: 

(1)  The  partita  ahould  confer  with  regard  to  permanent  rates  of 

pay. 

(2)  That  the  reduction  of  five,  seven  and  nine  cents  an  hour,  of 
u  hicli  (lie  railways  gave  notice,  he  effective  tempi  irarily  from  Au^;n^t 
15,  but  when  definite  rates  are  agreed  upon  they  be  effective  from 
July  16.  ( 

The  award  affects  approximately  35,(XV)  enij)l">  rc^  It  signed 
by  Alex.  Smith,  of  Ottawa,  chairman  of  the  hoard,  and  Isaac  Pitbiado, 
K.C.,  of  Winnipeg,  representing  the  employers.

iPE  10  REACH 
IRAPPEDMINERS 

Rescue  Crew  May  Break  Into 
Argonaut  Mine  by  Tomorrow 
— Si^2;nals  Received  From 
Imprisoned  Men 

JACK.siiN  lull  Sept.  5. — Rome 
time  Thursday  the  forty-alx  impris- 
oned mlnera  in  the  Argonaut  mine  will 
be  reached.  It  la  generalb'  believed 
that  some  at  Icuat  of  the  men  who 
were  trapped  underground  by  a  Are 
and  falling  rock  nlna  days  ago  are 
atlU  alive,  aa  a  raport  yaatarday  that 
anawering  sianals  had  t>*en  heard  hy 
a  member  of  one  of  the  rescuing 
crews  waa  followed  by  cthera  in  the 
same  tenor  today. 

The  raacua  craw  working  from  the 
3.<eo-foot  level  of  tha  adjoining  Ken- 
nedy mlna  toward  tha  Argonaut  fln- 
Ished  a  detour  around  a  vlrrln  rock 
obstruction,  and  tmlny  re.-iched  one 
of  the  old  tunnels  i  onnectin(j  the  two 
mines.  Thla  tunnel  \\hh  open  to  the 
extent  of  adnilttlng  men  to  work,  al- 
though muck  and  rock  will  have  to 
be  taken  out  to  allow  the  passage  of 
wheelbarrows  and  comproaaad  air  and 
water  pipea.  whleh  probably  will  be 
laid  tonight. 

After  traversloK  L'r..T  fe^t  of  this 
tunnel,  the  rescue  i  rew  will  bo  rea<ly 
to  cut  upwards  seventy-five  feet  to  the 
4,200-foot  level  of  the  Argonaut.  This 
frork  may  ba  startad  tonight,  and  ta 
to  progradb  rapidly.  Hrhan 
as  Cast  as  twa  feet  an  hour,  since  In 
suc)l^CUtUag  lha.roal|(4gUs  away  from 
the  feet  of  tha  men  as  fn*t  u  ts 
detached.

M.mitoba  and  Saskatchewan

OTTAWA,  Sept.  5.— Optimis- 
tic i^^rts  on  unemploy- 
ment prrisi)pcts  from  ;ill 
provinces  of  the  dominion  for  tiic 
cominff  Winter  were  presented  at 
this  afternofxi'.s  session  of  the 
vunference  between  federal  aiul 
provincial  authorities  on  unem- 
ployment. With  thr  fxccptioii  of 
the  Ontario  .sj)eakcr  and  the 
leader  of  the  Nova  Scotia  dcle- 
pntcs,  all  declared  unempK  ymcnt 
l  onditions  in  their  provinces  Were 
normal  or  better  than  last  year. 

Thaaa  t#o  spaakara  wamad  that 
the  confaranoa  must  prapara  for 
enierK'  nclas  this  Winter  bafora  ad-

Mankoha's  delecatton  sounded  a 
direct  warning  to  unemployed  single 
physicaly  fit  men.  that  thay  wauld 
raesTw^ia  lallaf '  during  this  winter. 
Thosa  not  physleally  fit,  and  the  mar- 
ried men  might  need  aHHlsiance,  but 
fit  alngle  men  would  (cet  none 

Hon.  Jamea  Murdock,  .Minister  of 
Labor,  in  dealing  with  the  unemploy- 
ment situation,  declared  himsalf  a  be- 
liever In  tha  old  adaga: 

"Ood  halpa  thoaa  who  help  them- 
selves." 

Many  L'anadiana  did  no'  e\er(  Ise 
enough  self-help.  He  believed  there 
waa  not  such  a  black  prospect  ahead 
as  many  persona  declared.  Unemploy- 
ment, ha  thought,  would  not  ba  as 
serious  this  WIntar  as  in  tha  last  two 
years.

"Skeena  returna  have  been  unre- 
niuneratlve  to  the  ranners  for  the 
past  three  flea.^onfi,  nnd  they  are  not 
111  a  p.isitlon  to  Bland  further  experl- 
meniK  in  the  replacing  of  Japa  With 
whites.  In  our  own  caae  we  ahould 
certainly  prefer  to  eloee  down  our 
cannery  than  face  the  actual  loeeee 
ws  ahould  certainly  mahe  In  eperat* 
inj(  with  Japanese  largely  eliminated. 

"We  contend  that  there  should  he 
no  color  diecrlml nation  between  Brit- 
lah suhjecta.  all  of  whom  are  entitled 
to  a  license  under  the  Ait  I  think 
a  mistake  was  made  In  natupallting 
these  Japanese,  but  having  done  ao 
any  civilised  country  should  honor 
ita  naturalising  bond  and  not  rafuee 
the  righta  It  has  specifically  granted.

The  cartli  hM  yielded  of  her  fruits 
in  great  abafidance  this  year  to  thr 
farmers  of  Canada  The  people  •  f  tlw 
rraine  l'rovince»,  the  grtiiar>  i.l 
the  Demifiiofi.  srt  rMping  the  nost 

abundant  llMTMt  ia  their  history,  and 
tttc  crop*  are  heavy  from  one  end 
of  the  country  to  the  other,  with  the 

exception  of  a  few  isolated  sectioni 
in  the  West  and  ia  the  Far  Kait. 
Great  tmporUace  it  attached  to  the 
quality  of  the  Prairie  harvest  l)y  the 
bsaincai  intereata  of  Canada.  It  is 
generally  uuderitood  that  good  crops 
tlvir  iiromote  general  prosperity. 
1  fence  the  aigntficance  of  the  fact 
agnounced  in  one  of  tht  newspapers 
of  the  Northwest  that  for  soni"  time 
a  train  load  of  forty  cars  loaded  witli 
wheat  hai  heen  moving  eastward 
every  lialf  hour.  That  movement 
will  be  accelerated  when  the  cropa 
arc  all  garnered  and  the  force*  which 
h^e  been  engaged  in  other  occupa- 
tions are  concentrated  upon  market- 
ing. 

In  consequence  of  these  things  the 
fact  may  be  asaumcd  that  the  busi- 
ness time*  have  taken  a  turn  for  the 
better  in  Canada.  They  never  have 
been  bad  compared  with  the  condi- 
tions in  other  countries  and  consid- 
ering the  inevitable  reaction  that  fol- 
lorws  in  the  path  of  any  war,  and  was 
sure  to  follow  in  the  path  of  such 
a  war  a*  that  in  which  Canada* was 
lately  engajfed.  That  war  was  tre- 
mendously costly  m  life  and  treasure. 
It  aerioaaly  affected  our  credit  and 
in  every  conceivable  way  attacked 
and  dislocated  business.  Credit  has 
b«en  completely  restored.  The  dol- 
lar is  worth  its  face  value  anywhere. 
Men  are  becoming  more  settled  and 
are  devoting  themselves  diligently 
to  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  industry. 
There  are  substantial  reasons,  there- 
fore, for  a  retnm  'of  feelings  of  op- 
tioiisni  throuffliout  the  business 
avenues  of  Canada.  Good  times  are 
upon  us,  and,  owing  to  th*  peculiar 
cirrnnistaiireH  of  the  rest  of  the 
world,  the  indications  arc  that  within 
the  next  few  years  thcfa  will  ha  a 
great  influx  of  immigrants.  Th.-rc  is 
reason  to  believe  that  thf  era  of  pros- 
parity  will  h«  •ndurkif. 

SOCIETY'S  FOUNDATIONS

Tl^re  are 
classes  in  Crrat  Britain  who  have 
gone  much  farther  in  their  demands 
upon  society  than  appear  to  be  justi- 
fiable to  C.inadians  of  sound  and  ma- 
ture judgment.  There  the  balance 
ol  reason  only  was  restored  by  bit- 
ter adversity  In  the  I'niied  States 
industries  still  arc  in  a  condition  of 
tarmoil.  brotsght  about  by  tht  an- 
aounced  determination  of  crttam 
elements  in  the  country  to  maintain 
the  seal*  of  wages  that  wa*  neces- 
sary during  and  which  em- 
ployers 4e«-lArc  was  artificial  and 
thcf etef4  tanipoffgTjr. 

Nations  arc  very  jfilous  about  the 
well-being  of  their  citiaens  or  sub- 
j«ct§  who  may  be  sojourning  or  do- 
ing bu»ine»ii  in  other  lands  Thev 
boast  sometimes  about  the  protect- 
ing folds  ol  the  flag.

The  Legislatures  of  all  liic  Prairie 
Provinces,  two  Progressive  and  one 
Liberal  in  eom>lcx{oft,«  are  in  favor 
of  the  establishment  of  a  grain 
board.  whii^tL  would  handle  all  the 
ccfftal*  grown  and  return  to  the 
grower  the  net  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  his  crop.  The  Pederal  Gov- 
ernment acceded  to  the  demands  of 

the  grain  KTi'^TS  and  granted  wlial 
ever  powers  were  required  for  the 
constitution  of  the  board.  But  or- 
ganizing of  the  instituti'Mi  lias  not 
been  completed,  as  no  person  of  cap- 
acity can  be  found  willing  to  ac- 
cept the  responsibilities  of  its  chair- 
man. So  the  farm* r  of  the  North- 
west, for  this  season  at  least,  must 
rest  satisfied  with  whatever  profits 
he  can  gather  by  marketing  of  his 
grain  through*  ordinary  business 
chanMcls. 

We  may  be  uiistakcii,  but  it  ap- 
pears certain  that  the  creation  of  a 

grain  hoard  must  diR  a  great  poli- 
tical gulf  between  the  Provinces  of 
the  Northwest  and  all  other  sections 
f'f  Cunda.  r.iiii,li  Columbia,  for 
example,  is  not  interested  in  grain. 
8h«  products  friNt  an<i  fith  and  many 
other  things  in  abundance.  Ontario 
i^  a  srain  producer,  but  she  grows 
much  besides  cereals.  So  do  all  the 
provinces  of  tiie  i;ast.  If  the  grain- 
growers  are  to  be  granted  the  privil- 
ege of  community  handling  of  their 
products,  with  tlir  guarantee  of  the 
atate  behind  them,  why  should  not 
the  fruit-growers  and  fish-producers 
of  this  Province  and  the  farmers  of 
the  East,  who  deal  in  everything  that 
can  be  raised  from  the  soil,  be  treated 
in  a  similar  manner?  Furthermore, 
there  are  others  in  the  community, 
even  in  the  community  which  special- 
ises in  grain,  besides  tiir  farmers. 
The^  also  may  have  then  nlras  on 
the  subject  of  coninuiiii-.ni,  even  on 
communisin  in  a  modified  form. 

VVc  sincerely  hope  that  the  grain- 
growers  of  the  Prairies  may  realize 
liandsomtly  on  their  products  during 
the  current  season.  If  a  grain  board 
i.s  KOing  to  assist  them,  we  certainly 
have  no  objection  to  it.  At  the  same 
time,  if  one  step  be  taken  in  the  di- 
rection of  communism,  it  will  be 
only  the  first  step.
